This report vrill be divided into tw sections, the first section cover- 
ing residences of Osmld and the second section covering employments. These 
inquiries were made between November 26 and December 11, 1963* 



Residences 

June 10, 1962 to Aufcust o, 19o2 

Robert L. Oswald, brother of the subject, furnished the information that 
it was June 10. ,1962, to the best of his memory, that he drove to Love Field, 
Dallas, Te:cas, to meet Mr. and JIrs. Lee Hcirvey Osv/ald and their daughter on 
their arrival by plane from New York City. Several days prior to that time, 
Robert Oswald had been contacted by some welfare agency in Nev/ York City, and 
haa been advised that Lee Oswald and family were in Nev/ York City, having just 
arrived from overseas, and v/ere in need of funds to continue their journey to 
Fort .vOiTih. Robert Oswald stated that he immediately sent $200 to his brother, 
Lee Oswald, in care of a New York City welfare agency for use as plane fare 
for ohe Lee Oswald family to travel to Fort Worth.

For these reasons he e:>:periences a 
hi"h rate or turnover and he does not naintain any record of the nanes of 
i-cnari^s. ::is records indicate only the income which he receives from each 
re.^al ‘unit. Ilr. Itlggs is unable to determine the date, but he did recall 
•:;aat Lee 0sv:ald had contacted hiid by telephone inquiring about the '^t at 
2?03 Mercedes Streeu. A "For Rent" sign had been e:>diibited in front of the ^ 
building giving Mr. Riggs* name and telephone nuraber. Arrangements were made 
for Osvrald to viev/ the dv/elling. Mr. Riggs ciet Lee and Marina 0sv/;^d who 
^ child and they rented the duplecc icnown as 2703 Mercedes, paying »}>^y«50 
in case for one month's rent. It is Hr. Riggs' recollection that^^he issued 
Lee Csv;ald a receipt, handv/ritten on the back of a blank check. Mr. Riggs 
never observed the Oswalds vdth an automobile but occasionally observed Lee 
waUcing back and forth to v/ork at a v/elding company on Vacek Street in Fort 
forth. Mr. Riggs stated he did not obtain an application and no contract was 
made at the time the duplex vias rented and he is unable to furnish any other 
bacieground information except that he londerstood from orii^pf the Osv/^ds, Lee 
or Iiarina, uhat they had purchased a telf^v^ r-•^ 

in Sepucmber 1962. He believes Marina had a child while residing here and he 

O collected rent in cash from her on one or two occasions. He seldom saw Lee 
Oswald at the house, but v/hen he did, Lee v^as preoccupied in reading and Hr. 
Riggs does not recall that he ever spoke. Mr. Riggs also recalled the Post^ 
Inspection Service making some inquiries regarding subversive literature ^^ilile 
uhe Osvjalds v;ere occupants of 2703 Mercedes. 

On October 12, 1962, Lee Oswald filed a change of address with the Post 
Office from 2703 Mercedes to Box 293-5, J3allgts,i T^as. 

Credit Bureau, Fort Lbrth, Texas . Mrs. Grace Scruggs, Assistant 
I'ianager, Retail Merchants Credit Association, Fort /;oi*th, Texas, vias 
interviewed December 3, 1963, and she advised that the FBI contacted ^ 
her office on February 27. 1961 , February 7. 1963 . and November 23 
1963 3 regarding Lee Harvey Osvfald. This is the only record concerning 
Osv/ald idiich she has been able to find in her office. She was Question- 
ed regarding the television set Hr. Riggs claimed was>^chased by the 
0sv;alds at Montgomery-V/ard Co. She stated M r. E. L. uarter. Credit 
Manager of Montgomery-V/ard Co. , had called orr ner since the assassi- 
nation of the President to inquire about Osv/ald's credit. During this 
conversation he stated his office had bean unable to locate a credit 
file on Lee Osv/ald. 




On December 4, 1963, Hr. Carter v/as contacted by telephone and he 
advised he has nov; located an application for credit and had furnished 
the information to the FBI. The application shows that on September 22, 
1962, Lee Oswald, residing at 2703 Mercedes, Fors V/orth, Texas, applied 
for credit in connection vjith th e purchase of a television sei>. He

Hess v.as located 
and interviewed at his present address, 2129 Tucker Street, Apartment A, 
Dallas, and he advised that he aiid iiis v/ife had occupied Auartaent 12 at 5519 
F^racunt Street from soiaetime in June i9o2 until October 1, 19o2, at which 
tirae they moved to their present residence. Jir. Hess continued that he did 
noo Icnow Gary Taylor, that he had never heard his name before, but he did 
state that he lai6w someone else \ias moving into Apartment 12 as soon as he 
moved out. 

^ Iz v.'as determiiipa that Gary likiivara Tr>^r i s presently living at ATI, 5 
4* alls Drive, yn the Oak Clix f Section of <l3?llas . Taylor is described as a 
whai/e, male, o*2’’, 195 lbs., brown hair, hazel eyes, medium complexion, and 
he v;as born December 24, 1939, at vJiciiita, Kansas. Taylor's name and the 
Faiamiount Street address were found listed in a book among 0sv;ald»s oosses- 
sions . 

Taylor was interviewed at his home on the evening of December 10, 19 63, 
dpec-LOu. ;igents olalce and i*Iillor and at that time he fAvr^iiislied the follow^— 
-i-u.oiT:iatiGni He was married to a daughter of ^ori*^6^LoT ^oIirennchi.Trit > and 
Idte in September or early October 1962, the de rlohrenschildts attended a con— 
cerx cf Van Cliburn in Fort Worth. The deliohrenschildts invited Taylor and 
iias to meet ohem at the 0si-/ald hosic on liercedes Street in Fort h'orth 
^oor the concert. That v/as the first time Tailor had met the Osw'alds. Dur— 
conversations, Lee Csvrald mentioned that he vjas moving to Dallas and 
it was suggested by the dellohrenschildts that liarina 0s\rald and her child 
coula stay with the Taylors until the Osvjalds found an apartment, and the 
agreed. i*ir. Taylor advised that it v/as probably that same evening 
that he drove the Oswalds to Dallas. Lee Oswald ims left at the HICA on

O lt is Tailor's recollection that during the time Marina Os’/ald lived at 
the Hall residence in Fort l:\forth, Lee Osviald continued to live at the fllCA on 
Suroet in Dallas, and that he lived there until the time they moved to 
the apartment on Elsbeth Street. 
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raylcr stated that he sa\v the Osv/alcls on several occasions after they 
r.cved to Dallas, ana the last tLae v:as in late Spring or early SuT;ier, 1963 > 
v/hen he stepped in at their apartment and tallced brief^v v.lth I*iarina. Lee 
v/as not at hoi.io.

“ants that Csvrald was beatinc his vjife, and that they v/ere very noisy, l-frs. 
Tobias described Csv/ald as odd, stating that he. never spoke to any of the 
other tenants, and v/ould not even return a groeting. Tlie Osv/alds did not 
iiave a telephone in the apartraent, and they used the telephone in the Tobias 
apartment for 1 their calls. They did not malce any long distance c all s 
from the Tobias telephone. 

JIrs. Tobias recalled only a fov; visitors liaving been at the Osv/ald apart- 

O mont. On one occasion a xvoman described as vMte, 35 years, 140 

daid: brown hair, olive complG:cion, cane to the b\d.lding and told Mrs. Tobias 
tl:at the 0sv;aldc had called her because they did not have any money for the 
baby, ‘xliis VKaraan stated that she was Russian that she worked in do:*mi— 
tcvrni Dallas. She was later identified as lydiaQ^-aiitrulc vdio now lives at 
3542i Kent Street, Fort ’forth, Teruis. 

About a month after the 0sv:alds moved in, Ilrs. Tobias noticed an auto- 
mobile in the drivev/ai' and it appeared that someone iras movir.g out, so lirs. 
Tobias v;cno outsiae to determine who was moving. She desci’ibcd the automobile 
as a crccm-colored convox*tiblc, of a late model. The man vho was loaoing this 
automobile *;/as aescribed as vhite, b* tall, ibO to 190 lbs., 45 J^ears or older, 
brevin hair, and neatly dressed in a brown suit. This man told Mrs. Tobias 
ziinl :> 3 . Oswuld was moving out, and Ih's. Tobias noticed that a baby bed and
